"Tho state should have power to 
take such children and put them In 
schools whore they would receive 
proper attention and training.

It is not for purposes of 
idle compliment. It is not an emp­ 
ty gesture in honor of a “favorite 
•on.” It Is an honest and sincere 
performance by able and thought­ 
ful men who seriously believe that 
Mr. Hull can do more than any oth­ 
er Democrat in the United States 
to trim th* Democratic boat and

To an arsenal of principles, bs 
adds an armory of facts.

Mr. Hull has one of the most 
peculiarly inclusive and harmonie - 
teg personalities in American pub­ 
lie life.

He does not see 
tte democratic party aa one issue 
or two issues or three, but as a 
whole great wheel of almost in­ 
numerable issues, all centered in- 
teed ta on* hub of theory but all 
radiating out to support a very

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large rolling rim of practice and 
lf anybody differs with him about 
one of th* spokes in this wheel, he 
does not philosophically get angry 
with him and he does not personal­ 
ly excommunicate him. 
He only gently, calmly, quietly 
and almost noiselessly tilts to per­ 
suade him to take a larger view. 
As chairman of the Democratic na­ 
tional committee he was the most 
binding and welding influença that 
the Democratic party’* conflicting 
factions have known In our day 
This was not because he had no 
views.

them was wounded. This was a fairly good day’s 
work. 
Human life Is not to be taken lightly. Nor should 
there be gloating over the slaying of any human 
being. But there is no reason to regret the tragic 
ending of desperate characters who stage daring 
crimes, with weapons, prepared to take the life of 
anyone who stands in their way. They are poten­ 
tial murderers. 
They put themselves outside the 
pele of the law. If shot down they get Just what 
they deserve. And shooting them down may eave 
Innocent lives. 
It is safe to assume that It will be many a day 
before a bank robber enters the bank where Mr. De­ 
morest la cashier. That kind of cool courage and 
good marksmanship Is powerfully persuasive to 
bandits to keep away.
